The Results of the Strike Noted on Both

Tt 1s just a year ago to-day, February 20, 
1881, that the molders employed at the Filley 
foundry struck, As the Molders’ Union is 
probablythe strongest trade organization in the 
country, and as every other shop in the coun- 
try has been forced to accept its full and final 
jurisdiction in ail the business wherewith 
the molders were concerned, there has been 
a more than ordinary interest felt by every one 
connected with the iron trade as to what would 
be the outcome and what the end of the 
siruggie. The forces arrayed against each 

.other in this struggle were well matched, in- 
telligent and fuil of resources. Mr. Filley 
has been fighting the trades unions since 

"1859, with occasional intervals of armed and 

. watchful truce, and so he has probably about 

-@s much experience as to how a strike should 

be handied as any maninthe United States. 
In 1859 he spent $10,000 bringing a foree of 

‘German molders to this country, who 
promptly entered the ranks of the union as 

_g00n as they reached St. Louis. Such costly 

mistakes were not to be made again. On the 
other hand, the union is officered by able and 
intelligent men, who know their strength 
and who have made every factory in the land 
feel it. The trade is so thoroughly organized 
that it has been able tospend $0,000 in this 
fight in St. Louis in wages and assessments, 

-and in the meantime has heldits grip on the 
situation throughout the balance of the coun- 
try. The Filley shops are the only non-union 
ones in the United States. 

The cause ofthe strike wag not a difference 
of opinion onthe matter of wages—the com- 

any has always come up to union rates—but 

t was one involving the conduct of the 
work. Atthetime the strike began there 
were sixty-cight apvrentices learning the 
moldi trade in the Filley shops. The pol- 
icy of the union is to discourage the teaching 
of the trade as much as possibie, thus bring- 
ing abouta scarcity of molders and a conse- 
quent command of the situation under the 
simple principles of the law of supply and 
demand. Another apprentice was put to 
work in the foundry, and the men went out in 
a body, demanding that there should be no 
more apprentices takenin. It was upon this 
issue that the fight was made, and it was up- 
on this issue that the fight waswon bythe 
foundry. By building a Chinese wall around 
the industry, the union had succeededin 
barring out young men in search of a calling, 
and in constituting a monopol: 
exactly similar in principles to 
the ones which the laboring classes are called 
on continually to fight. Mr. Filley 
determined to break down this barrier and 
make the trade an open one for those Who 
wished to learn, and the record of the year is 
the record of his success. 

Singularly enough, the sixty-eight appren- 
tices who were the cause of the whole 
trouble walked out with the bandred and 
eighteen journeymen who were striking 

nst them, leaving the company entirely in 

e lurch as weil as break® . tbeir indentures. 

The first move was to #ther into the shop 
all the non-union 2ers in the country. 
This was a aiffioult costly process, and at

factory journeymen to take the 
ieee Seeoe who gone out.

The 
‘average cast of metal just before the strike 
begun was thirty-five tons a day; the average 
cast at the present time is forty-four tonsa 
day. In other words it has been found pos- 
sible to dispense with the union altogether 
and sti inerease the work in 
the sho; nine tcns a day. How 
this was done can be easily explained. 
Two hundred good, capable, stout boys 
were chosen out of those who offered, the 
reference being for St. Louis youths living 
with their parents; but no earnest young 
man really anxious to learn the trade was 
turned away. Huw jealously the union has 
closed the doors of industry may be under- 
stood bv the fact that one of these apprentices 
traveled all the way from Newburyport 
j » to St. Louis, when he learned 
what Mr. Filley was doing, because 
it was impossible for him to learn 
the trade in the East. Eleven instructors, 
wery capable men, were employed, and the two 
hundred boys put to work. They were re- 
quired to indenture for three years and were 
paid for the first two montns $4.50 to $6 per 
week according to their ability and capacity. 
Atthe end of the two probationary months, 
if they had done well, and promised to ad- 
vance, my were pe on piece work at seventy 
per cent of board rates, making by this ar- 
rangement, upon an average, between $9 and 
$10 a week. As s00n as their proficiency be- 
came apparent they were advanced another 
five per cent, getting thus seventy-five per 
cent of the board rate, ¢arning from $12 to $16 
a week, at which rate they will be 
continued throughout the period of their ap- 
prenticesbip, although the wages will of 
course constantly grow higher as their capac- 
ity for good work increases. Thus we have 
900 boys ranging in age from 18 to 
20 who are paid ageneral average of $l5a 
week to learn a trade, tlie best paid and the

© ustry. 

Looking atthe situationfrom the factory 
tof view, the resulte are equally satis- 
ry and encouraging. The work now done

Flood Sufferers is a Private Matter. 


Among the Aseociated Press telegrams yes- 
terday was one from Washington which 
stated that the Government had ordered 
100,000 rations to be issued from St. Louis to 
the sufferers from the recent floods in Mis- 
sissippi and Arkansas. This is apparently 
a perfectiy plain and harmiess item, but 
upon investigation a PoOsST-DISPATCH Tre- 
porter found that there was a great deal of 
mystery shrouding the prospective transac- 
tion. He called at the office of the Quarter- 
master on Fourth and Elm streets, but 
found no one there who was able to give 


him the alightest information upon the 
subject. Upon pressing his inquiries, he was 
infurmed that if any move of the kind was to 
be made it would be made under the direction 
of Gen. Beckwith, Chief of the Bureau of 
Subsistence, whose office is at 112 South 
Fourth street. 
Thither the reporter went, and found a 
good-natured but very reticent clerk seated 
at one of the desks in the rear office. After 
an exchange of the customary greetings the 
reporter modestly asked: 
‘Is Gen. Beckwith in?’? 
The clerk’s face, which had hitherto worn a 
pleasant smile, now lengthened out and as- 
sumed asevere expression as its owner an- 
swered: 
“No, sir. He’s gone to breakfast, and will 
be back in about three-quarters of an hour.” 
It was now 9:30 o’clock, and after men- 
tally wondering why the General breakfasted 
so Jate, and whether all great men failed to 
tackle their matutinal hash until 9:30 a. m., 
the reporter assaulted the clerk with: 
‘‘Is there any one here who can give me any 
information regarding the sending of rations 
to the flood sufferers in Arkansas and Mis- 
sissippi?’?

relaxing and taking on a pleasant smile, ‘‘I 
woulda’t dare to give you any information on 
the subject; Gen. Beckwith might not like it, 
you know. Besides, I might say something 
that I oughtn’t to say. You’d better see him. 
He’il be in soon.” 
‘Half an hour?” suggested the reporter. 
‘‘No. Better make it three-quarters.”’ 
‘*Good day, sir.” 
“Good day.’ 
And the gatherer of news descended the 
stairs to the street, wondering what inthe 
world there was in the fact that 100,000 
rations were to be issued to as many suffering 
people in Mississippi and Arkansas that 
should promptso much mystery.

Beckwith would be seen in three-quarters of 
an hour andthen the dark cloud of secrecy 
would be dispelled andthe public would 
know of the whole affair. 
At the expiration of the appointed time 
the reporter again entered Gen. Beckwith’s 
office and found that eminent man seated at 
his desk ap “aoe 4 in a friendly 
conversation with the clerk referred 
to. As the visitor entered the conversation 
abruptly ended, the smiles faded from tbe 
faces of the General and his clerk, and _ the 
latter, aftera painful pause, proceeded to 
igsue in commanding tones an order of the 
greatest importance to the latter, who 
romptly retired to his desk in the back office. 
he General arose, and, starting for the door, 
was met by the reporter with: 
“Ts this Gen. Beckwith?” 
‘Yes, sir, that’s my name,’’ replied the 
military man ae he tipped his well-worn tile 
on the back of his head and jammed his hands 
in his pants pockets. : 
Somewhat startled at this extraordinary 
movement, the reporter asked:

A PREFERRED CREDITOR. 


The Appellate Court Lays Down the 
Law on Compositions. 


The Appellate Court, among its weekly | 
batch of decisions to-day, passed upon the 
case of the Bank of Commerce against Gustav 
Hoeber, involving points of ime 
portance to mechanics and business men. 


It was a suit to recover balance due on 
notes which had been settled under a com- 
position agreement at 3)cents on the dollar. 
The bank claimed that tne defendant, by his 
attorney, gave one of the creditors a prefer- 
ence, andtherefore it was not bound by the 
composition and could recover the remaining 
65 per cent. Judgment was rendered 
in the Circuit Court for $4,800. 
The Court of Appeals affirms 
the Adams judgment in a lengthy opinion, 
holding that, notwithstanding the fact that 
Hoeber knew nothing of the preference and 
did not approve of it, still his composition 
was {fraudulent and void. Albert Arnstein 
was attorney for the bank, and Broadhead, 
Siayback & Haeussier for Hoeber.

Mgr. Capel Wants a Nuncio Sent.

**What epateed bn to say about the mines 
worked by machinery?’’ 

“Well, I hardly think much can be said 
about the machine mines at present. If coal 
cannot be mined cheaper by machinery than 
by the old system,the operator using the ma- 
chines can at least control his mines, which is 
hard to do at times without them—when the 
Miners’ Union dons its war-paint and de- 
cides to assume the entire management of 
mines for the operators.’’ 

“Whatis your idea about trouble among 
the miners? Will they be likely to strike for 
higher wages?’ 

‘Ihardlythink they will do so at this sea- 
son of the year, especially as there is no coal 
district where a higher price is paid. Man 
miners will seek other employment, and wit 
fair crops throughout the country the de- 
mand for coal will increase, which will natur- 
ally result‘in higher prices being paid for 
mining by the beginning of the fall months.’? 

- “What is a fair price for mining coal?” 

“In this district the price fixed by the Coal 
Exchange, of three cents per bushel the year 
round, I think a fair and equitable one. 
It may be considered a littie too high 
for summer and not enough for winter, 
but it must be remembered men have less 
work in summer than in winter, and, at best, 
the fluctuations of the demand are so great 
they have to calculate on many days during 
the year when,from lack of cars and other 
causes, there is no work for them.’’ 

‘“*What effect onthe general coal business 
willthe new combination on the Wabash 
Road have?’ 

“No morethan any other coal company 
with like capacity and capital. They can not 
mine coal any cheaper than other operators, 
and by having large contracts for furnishing 
the railroads, they will have enough to do 
without attempting to disturb the general 
market. The parties at the head of that com- 
ae are not particularly noted for doing any 

~~ | of business justfor fun. Hence it is 
hardly to be supposed that they will start 
in at once as benefactors and supply the gen- 
eral public with coal at a loss.’’ 

‘““What are your ideas about an amicable 
settlement between the Exchange members 
and non-Exchange operators, and how long 
is the coal market liable to remain in this 
upsatisfactory and unsettled condition ?’’ 

‘*‘It is hard to understand fully just what 
you mean by settlement. If you mean py 
uniting in one coal exchange, which will in- 
clude with the present members all parties 
who claim they represent two-thirds of 
the one hundred  =sollieries shipping 
coal to this market (known now as non- 
exchange operators), I hardly think that 
will ever be accomplished. When the coal 
businesss here gets into such a muddle as 
now seems to exist, it will naturally take two 
or three years before work is again done on a 
proper business basis.”

The Collapse of the Great French 
Banking Institation. 


Some of the Fortunes That Were Lost 
in the Awful Panie. 


Paris Letter to New York Tribune. 

The Bourse crash and the collapse of the 
Union Generale will have a bad effect upon 
the Carnival. Instead of giving fancy balls 
and afternoon dances fine ladies will, this 
spring, be closeted with auctioneers’ clerks 
who have been summoned to make invent- 
ories of their goods and chattels. Theivory 
hammers of the salesmen at the Rue Drouet 
mart will be busier than ever they have been 
since that establishment was created. I hear 
that the best part of the fortune which the 
Marquis de Caux extracted from Patti’, 
voice bas. been engulfed at the Bourse. 
Prince Philip of Coburg, son-in-law of the 
King of the Belgians, invested 3,000 000 francs 
in L’Union Generale, and as he did not sell 
his scrip when prices were high, has now 
only liabilities. The Emperor of Austria, 
who was a personal friend of Bontoux when 
he directed the South Bahn or 
South Trunk Railway, between Vienna and 
Venice, is reported to have lent that specula- 


tor 30,000,000 francs, which he had with other 
moneys inherited from the late Emperor 
Ferdinand and placed in the Bank of Engiand. 
So great was his Majesty’s confidence inthe 
honesty and intelligence of tne man, that he 
might have lent another very important sum 
to him hai he not been forced into the bank- 
ruptcy court by his arrest. This step was 
taken at the instance of the Rothschilds and 
M. Leon Say, in order to force the Tribunal! 
of Commerce, some Judges of which were 
interested in the Union Generale, to declare 
this bank insolvent. Vicomte de la Panouze, 
a nephew of Marshal MacMahon, is utterly 
rnined py the collapse of Bontoux. He mar- 
riea-a few vears ago Mile. Heilbron,the singer. 
The delightful hotel which the Vicomte 
ran up for the divainin the Pare Monceau 
is to be sold by her in the course of the spring 
to meet outstanding debts. She also intends 
to send her jewels and laces to the auction 
mart, and then to try—unaccompanied by her 
husband—her luck in Americas. Christine 
Nilsson’s misfortunes also arise from Bourse 
speculations. That illustrious artist is at the 
Continental. She sees nobody and has not 
the courage to go to Russia, where she might, 
although her voice is no longer what it was, 
obtain a lucrative engagement. Her energy 
appears to have left her. M. Rouzeaud, the 
husband, who was an amiable ne’er-do-weel, 
bas been visited this week by four 
specialist doctors, who, at her 
request, went to the private madhouse where 
he is under treatment, to examine him. {[n 
their opinion, cerebral paralysis having set in, 
he is incurable. Christine Nilsson was called 
the favorite child of fortune. She was cer- 
tainly, of the English and Viennese aristocra- 
cies, and held in great esteem by the Royal 
Family of Engiand and the late Dean and 
Lady Augusta Stanley. The Dean solemnized 
her marriage in Westminster. Luck dogged 
her steps fora long course of years. ‘The 
loomy sideof buman existenceis now be- 
ingtturned toward her by enoxorable fate. 
Among the fortunes that have gone down 
in the wreck of the Union Generale should be 
included 5,000,000 francs belonging to the 
Comte de Chambord, 17,000,000 franes be- 
longing to the Prince and Princess de Brog- 
lie, and 6,000,000 francs beionging to 
the Princess Odescalchi. The failure of the 
bank in which the Duke of Cumberland had 
invested 3,000,000 marks, or 8,750,000 franes 
was owing to the collapse of Bontoux. That 
noble paisonaze is the legitimate King of 
Hanover, and being married to the Princess 
Thyra of Denmark is the brother-in-law of 
the Empress of Russia, the Princess of 
Wales and the Kingof Greece. The loss he 
has just experienced he must feel severely, 
as he continues to keep up those Hanoveri- 
ans who were impoverished through fidelity 
to his house. It was Herr Windhorst, the 
leader of the Catholic group in the German 
Parliament, who recommended the invest- 
ment which has proved a disastrous one.

no longer in use and falling to decay. The 
building has gradually settled into the soft 
soil, and the land around it has been raised 
until the roof of tue building is nearly level 
with the ground. Last Saturday Mr. Carlos 
Ewell, of the above-named firm, was looking 
over the premises and noticed a barrel stand- 
ing near the ice-house. Looking into the 
bacrel, he was astonished to hear a confused 
murmur like human voices coming there- 
from. He at once summoned the owners of 
the voices to come forth, and in a short time 
a boy with a blackened face rose up out of 
the barrel. Before the horrified gentleman 
could ask for an explanation another good- 
sized boy squeezed bis way out of the barrel. 
Then anotber and still another came to the 
surface, until about thirty boys,most of them 
with blackened faces, capered around the 
barrel, making mysterious remarks about 
‘the cave,” **the captain,’’ and sundry other 
things supposed to belong to bandits, brig- 
ands, and that class of heroes. It was easy 
enough to understand how one boy could 
hide himself in a barrel, but how thirty could 
find room was a puzzie only solved by the 
leader of the dusky band, who expiained that 
the boys had made a tunnel from the surface 
down into the old ice house, and placed the 
barrel at the mouth to conceal their work. 
Two or three of the o!der boys pressed the 
vounger ones into the service, and the com- 
pact tanbark in the interior had been ex- 
cavated and divided up into rooms, as the 
‘‘saptain” explained, “for the officers and 
the common workmen.’? The work was 
begun before Christmas, and was just about 
finished when discovered.

Mayor Ewing Says There are Too 
Many Men Sitting Around 
Doing Nothing. 


He Believes a Big Saving Could be Ef- 
fected by Abolishing Sinecures— 
Tax-Payers, Read the May- 
or’s Admissions. 


It is well known atthe City Hall, and in 
fact through all the municipal departments, 
that the present chief executive of the 


city is anything 
the barnacles who draw comfortable 


salaries from the city treasury for having no 
employment more engrossing than filling 
their time agreeably in some of the city in- 
stitutions. Mayor Ewing was the Speaker of 
the first House of ‘Delegates under the new 
charter, from 1877 to 1879,and his course 


during what mav be termed the initial 
legislative - period of the new regime 
was conspicuous for the determination which 
he then showed to instruct himself thorough- 
ly upon the duties and actual occupations of 
the army of persons he found on the munici- 
val pay rolls. Since his accession to the 
Mayoralty Mr. Ewing on more than one occa- 
sicn, both publicly and in _ private 
conversation with reporters and 
others, expressed himself very forcibly as 
of the opinion thattbe present municipal 
machinery was too complicated and cumber- 
some,and thatjthe city paid entirely too much 
money in salaries for labor that was either 
unnecessary or superfluous. In the first an- 
nual message submitted to the Assembly on 
May 24th, 1881, 
HIS HONOR SAID: 

‘*The expenses of conducting the city gov- 
ernment are steadily increasing, notwithb- 
standing the decrease in the revenue. In the 
forthcoming appropriation bill department 
expenditures should be carefully scrutinized 
and all extravagances checked. The Assembly 
have power unaer the charter to transfer and 
distribute the powers and duties, in part or 
in whole, of any office created)by the charter 
and incase the entire powers and duties of 
an office are so transferred and distributed, 
the oflice no longer exists, and as to offices 
created by ordinance, the power of the As- 
sembly to abolish the sameis complete. 
The salary list as to individual 
officers is not extravagant, but a saving can 
be effected by abolishing and consolidating 
official positions and by compressing within 
narrower limits the clerical force employed 
under the city government, and I recommend 
the matter to your consideration.”’ 

A great many people are of the same opin- 
ion in this matter, as the Mavor and indi- 
vidual members of the Municipal Assembly 
are frequently heard declaiming to the same 
effect, but, somehow, no move has ever been 
made by these gentlemen collectively to ma- 


ture legislation in the direction of 
this kind of economy. It is 
just possible that a bill to 
cut down the number of °§ office-holders 


would result in hurting the pets and rela- 
tions of some of the Assemblymen and that 
rather than injure the friends of 
their friends matters are permitted to 
remain in the same shape which they main- 
tain at present. How long they will be suf- 
fered to continue thusjit is impossible to say. 
The Mayor, however, is in earnest in the 
crusade which he has undertaken against the 
supernumeraries and sinecurists whom he so 
justiy condemns, and if his influence 
counts for anything, arevision of the salary 
list cannot be far off. In a conversation upon 
the subject with a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
this morning the Mayor expressed himself 
very freely. 

“T think,” he said, “that there are en- 
tirely 

TOO MANY DEPARTMENTS, 

and in consequence far too many subordia- 
ate officers. It would benefit the service if 
a number of the departments, forinstance in 


the gKoard of Pubiic Improvements, 
could be consolidated. The Board of 
Public Improvements is far too heavy 


a piece of machinery, and it would be a good 
thing if the Assembly should make up its 
mind to simplify its workings, a task which I 


think shouid be easy of accomplishment. 
There are some other departments 
where the duties of the chief and 


minor officers are so light that not more than 
one-half of their time is occupied, and two 
or more of these departments could very 
easily be consolidated and vet do no injustice 
to the city or the community.” 

‘Have you any objections, Mr. Mayor,” in- 
quired the reporter, *‘to mention some of the 
departments to which you have referred?” 


“Yes, sir. I prefer not to do 
so just at present. I think the 
members of the Assembly ought 


to be as well posted as myself on the sub- 
ject and I prefer to say nothing more par- 
ticular about the matter at this time. If the 
Assembly shouid move in the matter they 
will find plentv of matter to work on.?’’ 

‘‘How much could the city save 
by a judicious consolidation of departments 
and cutting down of the salary list, Mr. 
Mavor?”? 

“That is too difficult a question to answer. 
The sum would be large, however.” 

‘“‘What of the Fire and Police Departments, 
Mr. Mayor?” was the reporter’s next ques- 
tion. 

“They are both too small. The city needs 
atleast five more engine-houses and one hun- 
dred more patro]men.” 

“The places where reduction should be 
made are not in these branches of the Muni- 
cipal service?” 

‘Decidedly not. The pay of firemen and 
policemen is by no means excessive, and their 
numbers, as I have said, are in 
my opinion too small entirely. The places, 
to use your own words, are in the offices, 
among the heads of departments und the 
clerks. It used to astonish me on going 
through some of the city offices 
TO SEE SO MANY MEN SITTING 

DOING NOTHING. 
The same thing astonishes me now thatI nave 
been in this place for nearly a year. I do not 
think the salaries paid are too high, but I am 
very clearly of opinion that there are far too 
many men on the pay rolls and that the su- 
pernumeraries, whoever they may be, should 


be dropped.”

A CURIOUS CEREMONY. 


The Zunis and their Rites, Handed 
Down by Tradition. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo.; February 28.—Mr, F. 
H. Cushing, of the Ethnological Bureau of 
the Smithsonian Institute, Washington, was 
in the city to-day, accompanied by six chiefs 


Pueblo Indians, located in Western New 
Mexico, about thirty-five miles south of the 
line of the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, and 
known as the Zunis. He is en route to Wash- 
ington and Boston, via Chicago, the object 
of the trip being to enable the Zunis, who 
have a civilization similzr to the ancient 
Toltec and Aztec, to perform a religious cere- 
mony which can only be performed at the 
ocean. The ceremony inthe minutest detail 
has been handed down from the past by tra- 
dition, but so oldis it that not even their 
traditions say when it was last performed. 


An interesting scientific problem _ is 
when were these people on the 
shores of the ocean, and where? 


The ceremony will probably be performed at 
Plymouth Rock. Cushing has been adopted 
into the tribe and the highest religious 
order, and has taken part in this ceremony. 
The Zunis are an agricultural people, and 
have reachea the highest success that in- 
dustry as wellas in horticulture, and have 
large herds and flocks. One of the objects 
of their trip is to secure an enlargement of 
their grazing ranges. Mr. Cushing has dis- 
covered a rich and fruitful find for ethnolo- 
gists, and scientists inthe East are awuiting 
the result of his work with great interest.

GLADSTONE. 


A Sketch of the Premier by a Man 
Who Knows Him. 
Duncan Macgreggor in Chicago Tribune. 

It is now five years since, at my suggestion, 
the Liberals of North Wales made an effort to 
get Gladstone among us for a grand rally. His 
castle at Hawarden was near us. There he 
felled his tree; from it he was then sending 
his famous post-cards, some of which are in 
my own possession. We wrote him, and he 
did not say No. It was atime when he want- 
ed to speak 6ut. Disraeli was in power; had 
come home from Berlin saying, “I bring you 
peace with bonor.’”? The Queen smiled on 
Benjamin’s mess, and did not smile on Glad- 
stone’s order. The star of the Jew was in 
the ascendant—that of the Gentile under a 
cloud. 

To our town Gladstone came. We had bung 
out flags and banners. Some proposed to 
have a band of music; others of us said 
**No;let us meet him as men meeting a man.’ 
Our voice prevailed; so we met him at the 
depot. He came, bringing with him his wife 
andtwosons. Age bas dealt gently with the 
old man eloquent. His hair is silver-gray— 
what there is of it; his brow is, furrowed 
with thought and care. It was good tosee 
him standing there at the depot—the people’s 
William, as wecalied him—his wife and two 
big sons near him. The demonstrations of the 
crowd were cordial. 

Into a carriage waiting for him he and his 
family stepped, and I next met him at the 
house where he was todine. In one of the 
rooms previous to dinner, I had the honor of 
meeting him privately and so had a near view 
of the greatest living Englishman. His man- 
ners are simple, yet eminently refined. See- 
ing that the burden of his coming speech 
was heavy on him [I did not speak much, 
but turned to his son, who is Vicar of 
Hawarden, and had a long conversation with 
him. Itis quite evident that none of Glad- 
stone’s son’s: will:ever equal the father. I 
was especially delighted with the womanly 
care shown by Mrs. Gladstone about the per- 
eonal welfare of her husband. Like many 
others, he owes much of his success to a good 
wife. 

But dinner is announced, and we enter. 

Like very many Engiish dinners, it was rather 
a heavy affair. During dinner Mr. Gladstone 
chatted gavly with Lady Grosvenor. After 
dinner he gave the usual loyal toast. Here 
Mr. Gladstone was in bis element. It was 
amusing to see how he managed to say just 
enough. Those who were behind the scenes, 
and knew how much he had endured from 
royalty, could not but admire his generous 
utterances. Butit was when proposing suc- 
cess to the Liberal cause that he came out 
grandly, and carried with him the enthusiasm 
of every heart. 
@ln the evening we hada great mass-meet- 
ing. All the world knows how Gladstone can 
speak. All the world has not been near 
enough to see his modus operandi. When he 
rose he placed his hat in frontof him, and 
across the mouth of his hat he spread his 
notes, which were pretty voluminous. He had 
some of his most important sentences written 
out with the greatest care. 

Gladstone is a Scotchman to the core. He 
was awfully Scotch when that evening he 
scotched Lord Beaconsfield for.making the 
Queen an Empress. His remark, “An Em- 
press forsooth!’’? was one ofthe most canny 
Scot remarks I ever heard. The scorn on his 
lips bad to be seen to be fully appreciated. 
So also when he challenged Lord Beacons- 
field to prove that he had ever spoken of 
him as being like Satan. After the bv-play 
he launched into the speech and denounced 
the conduct of the Government, saying then 
what the country savs to-day, and what his- 
tory will sayin the future. 

As an orator, Gladstone is not equal to Johh 
Bright for sweeping an audience with him. 
He enters so much into detail and principle 
thatat times it requires an effort to follow 
him. He was never pathetic, but was always 
calm, strong, majestic. His}peroration was 
sublime. That evening made an erain many 
alife. He left us and returned to his own 
home. If we follow him there what do we 
find? The bomeof a true Christian gentie- 
man. It would be good for ail politicians to 
visit his home. Godis found there. He calls 
his household to worship, and conducts the 
worship with the same earnestness and 
thoroughness which he shows in all bis acts. 
On the Sabbath he is found inthe village 
church. Heand his son, the Vicar, take the 
service between them. Mr. Gladstone reads 
well. If he was not a great statesman, he 
would have made a great divine. 

He dwells among his own peeple and is 
greatly honored. Any one who chooses can 
see him in his shirt sleeves, working with 
Scotch earnestness on his estate. Had George 
Washington been alive he would have been 
the best friend of William Gladstone, 
Students will be glad to know that his 
library is not only extensive, but also remark- 
ably well chosen. I badthe honor of send- 
ing him one of my books, and he has written 
me to say thathe will examine it with the 
deepest interest in the subject—the subject 
being ‘‘Spiritual Progress.’’ | 

People sometimes ask me, “Whatis Mr. 
Gladstone in religion?’”? ILanswer: Heis an 
Episcopalian, loving his own church, but 
having the deepest sympathy with all other 
Protestants. Is he a Roman Catholic in dis- 
guise? Nonsense, I answer. 

Is he popular now? Inreply,I have only 
to say: London, which a few years ago 
hooted him, is now ready to worship him. No 
wonder.

Death by Electricity. 
From the Pittsburg Telegraph. 

A fatal accident occurred in Carnegie & 
Co.’s Union Iron Mills,on Thirty-third street, 
about 1:30 o’clock this morning. In the mill 
there is an electric battery of sufficient power 
to run the sixteen lights necessary to iliumi- 
nate the premises. Some trouble had been 
experienced in the past with boys working in 
the mill who persisted in making dangerous 
experiments with the generating engine, and 
a fence about four feet high had been built 
entirely around the engine, and a special 
watchman employed to keep the boys away. 
At the time mentioned this morning, Henry 
Balzer, a workman in the plate mill, took a 
lantern and went over to a elock hanging 
near the electric machine to see 
what time it was. After ascertaining, he 
walked over tothe machine and stood lean- 
ing upon the fence around it. The facts just 
at this point could not be clearly learned, but 
from statements made by persons connected 
with the mill it appears that Robert Lyon, the 
engineer,in connection with some experi- 
ments he had been making, had stretched a 
wire from the battery to one of the other 
wires and along thetop of the fence. While 
Balzer was leaning upon this fence he sud- 
denly turned around, smiled, and said, “Oh,” 
and dropped into the arms of Lyon, who was 
directly back of him, expiring immediately. 
It was supposed at first that he had fainted, 
but examination disclosed the fact that he 
was dead. Itis supposed that while leaning 
upon the fence he had touched the wire with 
his lamp and empty hand, thus forming a 
circuit, the current passing completely 
through his body and into the ground. A livid 
mark around the throat andalong furrow 
running from the thigh of the left limb to the 
ankle showed the course taken 
by the electricity. Otherwise Balzer 
looked as if he had falleninto a deep sleep. 
The body was taken to the corner of Thirty- 
fourth and Charlotte streets, where the de- 
ceased had lived. Balzer occupied the second 
floor of the house, and a fellow-workman 
named Joseph Stoelzer lived on the first 
floor. Last night about 12 o’clock Stoelzer 
retired, and when he had slept apparently for 
two hours his wife attempted to wake him, 
but without success. Sne thought he was 
playing a trick upon her, and again tried to 
rous¢ him, but again failing, became alarmed, 
and, putting her hand upon his face, discov- 
ered that he was dead. e had been suffer- 
ing from heart disease, and to itis attributed 
his death. Robert Lyon, the engineer in 
charge of the battery which causéd Balzer’s 
death, feels so terribly about the sad affair as 
to be almost crazed, seeming to think that he 
is in some way responsible forit. No blame 
is attached to him, however, by those conver- 
sant with the facts, Balzer’s death being at- 
tributabie to accident rather,than to care- 
ness.

‘Used 
to live in Southport, didn’t you?’ I answered 
in the aflirmative, and began to feel a little 
curious to know who my visitor was, and 
what be was driving at. *That’s what I told 
’em,’ cried the backwoodsman, bringing his 
hand down on his thigh with tremendous 
force. ‘I told ’€m you was the same Biil 
Marcy who used to live in Southport; but they 
wouldmt believe it, and | promised the next 
time [came to Albany to come and see you, 
and find out for sartin. Why, you know me, 
don’t you, Bill?’ I didn’t exactly like to ig- 
nore his acquaintance altogether, but for 
the life of me I couldn’t recollect having seen 
him before, and solreplied that he hada 
familiar countenance, but that I was not able 
to call him, by name. ‘My name is Jack Smith,’ 
answered the backwoodsman, ‘and we used 
to go to school together thirty years ago, in 
the little red school-housein old Southport. 
Well, times have changed since then, and you 
bave become a great man, and got rich, lsup- 
pose.’ I shook my head, and was going to 
contradict that impression when he broke in: 
‘Oh! yes you are, I know pou are rich; no use 
denying it. You was Comptroller for—for a 
long time; and the next time we heard of you 
you was Governor.

Judge Barry and a special jury on Wednes- 
day commenced the trialof an action for 
breach of promise of marriage, in which the 
piaintiff, Miss Helen McNulty, of oy ace 
sued Roger Macauley to recover damages lai 
at £1,000. 

Mr. Monroe said the ——_ was a daughter 
ofa gentleman who died in 1880, lea + 
considerable family. The defendant described 
himself when applying for the office of phy- 
sician to the Ballina Dispensary as a Doctor of 
Medicine of ye a ge Rg Moo P — 
honors, and a Licentiate o e Roy e 

of Sur, ons and of the Coombe Obstetric 


Hospital, and Licentiate of the Apothe- 
caries’ Hall, and ai gold medal- 
ist and scholar of the ueen’s 


University. In this application he said that 
ifyany person more highly qualified presented 
himself he would withdraw, but he claimed 
support “‘in the name of public honor.”? The 
correspondence was very voluminous, occu- 
pying nearly fifty sheets of brief, and its 
progreas showed how the acquaintanév rip- 
cael into love. The defendant over and over 
again expressed his devotion in the most en- 
thusiastic language. He was desirous that 
his engagement should not be generali 

known. He had a high opinion of himself 
and he appeared to think that there was no 
girlin Ballina who would not look upon him 
asa “catch,” and he impressed upon the 
plaintiff that she was happy to havesuch an 
enthusiastic admirer as he was. The defend- 
ant considered the lady’s education so incom- 
plete that he recommended that she should 
cultivate music—particularly classical music, 
for which he suggested a studyof ‘*The 
Lancers’’—so that when she became Mrs. Dr. 
Macauley she would be worthy of that posi- 


tion in a scholastic aspect. Dr, 
Macauley imagined that if the 
knowledge of the engagement got abroad 


the fathers and brothers and friends of 
other young ladies might cease to be his pa- 
tients, and he: also argued upon the great un- 
desirability of his marrying at such an early 
age. The first letter was dated September 6, 
1874, and commenced ina way which almost 
terrified him from perusing it were it not 
that his duty to his client compelled him to 
doit. The words were: ‘“‘If any one reads 
tgs but Miss Helen McNulty I hold him ac- 
countable before God and justice,”?’ With 
that solemn warning astowhat might befall 
any one reading the letter, he went on and 
readit. “Itis now after 11 o’clock p. m,. 
Your remarks to-night have almost frozen 
me, Youare ashamed to be seen walking 
with me. If you love me for my own sake 
nothing will daunt you. There are many 
ladies in Ballina who would be glad to ac- 
cept me. Beforemy GodI speak my mind 
to you, and I would caution you to the same.’ 
He spoke also of how the “‘bitter future’’ 
might be fulfilled, and begged her not 
to imagine that he was under any ‘‘spiritual 
influence’? when he wrote, but hoped 
to nave a glass of punch at 6:30 o’clock, he 
letter wound up with these words, which 
somewhat reassured him after the warning 
with which it commenced: “You may show 
this letter to your mother and the world if 
you like.’? The defendant also wrote a letter 
to the father of the young lady, in which 

in setting forth that he had become engaged 
to her, he said that he could not get married 
until he became a Fellow of the Coliege of 
Sirgeons, and hoped that the engagement 
wouid be kept secret, as otherwise it would 

create jealousies. In aletter to Mra. McNulty 

he wrote that no earthly power could pre- 

vent the union of ber darling Helen and him- 

self. In other letters he said he was sworn 

and consecrated to the young lady—that he 

was nota flirt, and had never *“twalked with 


ayoung lady except by accident or to 
see her home. ’? On the 2d of 
October, 1874, he advised her to 


study constantly and to work diligentlv, and 
said: ‘When you will be with your Roddy 
you will not be continually stitching. As you 
are improved in the kissing way you can also 
be improved in other ways.’? On the 7th he 
wrote that if the Queen of Great Britain of- 
fered him her daugbter he would not marry 
her if he did not love her. He asked her was 
it not pleasing to her to consider him a Fellow 
of the College of Surgeons, end told her that 
he was steadily taking root in Ballina; that 
his practice was secured and that he hoped to 
be able to setup a carriage. He suggested 
that she should come to Dublin and attend 
the Alexandria College and take lectures at 
Trinity College or the Royal Dublin Society; 
and he added: ‘‘Have confidence; you are the 
star that impels me to be vigorous. You 
know,” he also said, “that vou virtually 
belong to me, and [| belong to yon. 
We will get married on the ‘swell’ in 
Marlborough Street Cathedral—the Car- 
dinal’s cbapel.’? On another occasion he 
hinted they should get married at Notre 
Dame in Paris, and he repudiated the idea of 
accepting any fortune with her, as he was 
making plenty of money, and he quoted Car- 
dinal Richelieu’s expression in Lord Lyt- 
ton’s drama—‘‘in the lexicon of youth there’s 
no such word as fail.’’ Later on he wrote 
that he was always speaking of her, and, 
‘hereia a hundred million of sweet kisses 
for you. If you believe in kissing now I 
think I’jl eat you the next time, and have 
you all to myself.” As to his opinion of him- 
self be said: “If I am coaxed Iam gentle, 
butifI am vexed Iam likealion. Dr. — 
said I was a lion and alittle bull. The stud- 
ents called methe ‘great Macauley.’ ” In 
one letter he tells the young lady that he was 
eight miles away attending a woman in ac- 
couchment, and the people said Dr. —— was 
nothing to him. After all this correspond- 
ence the defendant changed his mind and 
broke off the engagement. On the Ist 
August, 1876, he wrote a letter which reached 
Miss McNulty on the 2d August, a letter in 
which he said that during the period of his 
convalescence from an attack of fever he had 
considered his position and had come tothe 
conclusion that he had been mistaken in his 
conduct,and that he believed what he thought 
was love was only transient madness; that 
his circumstances were embarrassed, that he 
had dependent on him his deceased brother’a 
two children, that he felt that she was not 
educated sufficiently to mix in society as his 
wife, and that he was obliged to say that 
their engagement should come to an end. In 
reply, Miss McNulty wrote saying that she 
was almost hearit-broken, that she begged of 
him to reconsider his letter, and that she had 
herself ideas of going into a convent and 
spending the remainaer of her life in the 
worship of God alone. In conclusion the 
learned counsel called up the jury to award 
exemplary damages. 

The jury found for the piaintiff, with £450 
damages.

PAUPERS AND POVERTY. 


Beggars and Beggardom From 
the Earliest Times. 


How Indiscriminate Alms-Giving In- 
creased the Number of 
the Poor, 


Waile the Establishment of a Poor- 
Tax Diminished the Legion. 


Only 2,424 Indigent Peor in Missouri in 
1870—What They Cost the State 
—Curious and Interesting 


Facts and Figures About 
Beggars and Vas- 
grants. 


The Bible statement that “the poor you 
have always with you” needs no verification. 
Everything bas changed—each age has dif- 
fered from the others in something, but ali 
have been cursed with that poverty which 
makes some individuals dependent on the 
charity of others. While poverty has been 


everlasting, public charity, or the 
succor of the poor, was originated 
with the natives of the East. 


Long before the Christian era distress and its 
relief were known, and among the proudest 
feathers in the cap of a nation was the one 
that all its citizens could provide for them- 
selves. Athens at onetime made it a proud 
boast that no citizen was in want, ‘‘nor did 
any disgrace the nation by begging.’’ This 
glory, however, did not lastlong. War, as 
usual, brought poverty in its train, and with 
it all the attendant evils. Athens was 
first compelled to grant subsistence 
to those who were mutilated in battle. 
Later it was settled that the children of those 
who fell in defence of the country should be 
provided for until they were eighteen years 
oid, and then, if they were boys, they were 
turned out to do for themselves, with the gift 
of anew suit of armor. Pericles commends 
these laws very highly, and attributes their 
enactment to Pesistratus. This system 
worked so well that in the later ages of the 
Republic the 

BEGGARS WERE AS NUMEROUS AND AS SAUCY 
as they nave ever been. ‘Ihe Romans en- 
countered the same obstacles, but met them 
inadifferent manner The Agrarian aud 
Licimian laws passedin the years of Rome 
268 and 238 were framed to prevent poverty 
and all ita attendant train of evils. The 
amount of land to be owned bya single per- 
son was limited to a certain amount, and 
4 over this was given to those 
who bad none. Later Caius Gracchus 
introduced the distribution of grain at re- 
duced rates among the poorer classes, and it 
was afterwards made gratuitous. This rule 
lasted as long as the Empire. Augustus 
made several attempts tu do away with it. 


but was unsuccessful. In his 
day two hundred thousand people 
were fed at the public expense. 


Down through the middle ages the same 
trouble was constantly recurring. The 
church became the great succor of the unfor- 
tunate. So far was the practice carried that 
mendicancy came to be looked on as a regular 
profession, and beggars were us numerous as 
any other class of people. 

In England, about the time of the reforma- 
tion, 

THE POORER CLASS, 
by which was meant the beggars, became a 
great nuisance. All sorts of laws, some of 
which read to us as very barbarous, were 
enacted to prevent the practice. 

Among these the twenty seventh of Henry 
VIIL. is among the most ceiebrated. This 
statute enacts that the officers of every city, 
shire, town or parish shall keep’ each 
sturdy person, who is known to beg, at work, 
80 as to earn his living by 
the steady work of his hands. 
Alms-giving is forbidden, under a penalty of 
aforfeiture of ten times the amount. A 
sturdy beggar who is taken in the act of beg- 


ging is to be whipped the firsttime. If he 
offends again, his right ear is 
to be cropped. If he transgress a 
third time, the statute provides 


that he be indicted for wandering, idleness 
and loitering, and, if convicted, shall suffer 
execution of death as a felonand an enemy 
to the commonwealth. The nuisance must 
have become terrible when such punishments 
were resorted to. For instance, in the time 
of E2ward V.a statute similar in nature to 
the above was passed, with the following 
gavage provisions: 

It provided that any able-bodied poor per- 
son whodid not apply himselfto labor or 
offer to serve, if even for meat and drink, 
wherever work is to be had, shall be taken 
for a vagabond, 

THE LETTER **V’? SHALL BE BRANDED ON 
HIS SHOULDER, 

and he shal! be adjudged a slave for two years 
to anybody who may demand him. 
During this time the statute provides that he 
is to be fed on bread and water and refuse 
meats, and compelled to work bv chaining, 
beating, etc. If herun away from this pa- 
ternal kind of treatment, he is to be ad- 
judged a slave for life, and to indicate this 
the letter Sis to be branded on his cheeck. 
If after this second operation he again 
run away from the man who had possession 
of him, he is declared by the law to be guilty 
of a crime worthy of death, andis to suffer 
the extreme penaity of the law. In England 
these laws have been gradually softened, un- 
til, for many years, the “‘work-house system”? 
has been in practice, with its advantages and 
disadvantages. 

THE **WORK’US ” 

has been painted in the most glaring colors 
by Dickens, who has made it the synonym for 
misery, wretchedness and privation. That 
the system has, however, worked a change 1p 
the pauper class, or, that, at least since its in- 
troduction there have been less people sup- 
ported at the public expense nobody can deny. 
The following table gives the popu!ation of 
England and Wales for the years mentioned, 
tovetber with tne number of persons sup- 
ported by the State. The great falling off in 
numbers can be seen at a giance:

What later returns would show, it is impos- 
sible, to state, but itis to be presumed that 


they would makea great difference in the 
other direction. 
IN THIS COUNTRY 

the system has been always on the English 

lan, the system of taxes levied to support 
nstitutions where the poor are provided for. 
The plan has prevailed in all the States, and 
has been as successful as could be expected. 
In Missouri, for instance, the three followin 
censuses show that paupers have not at all 
kept pace with the growth of the States, as 
ver example: In 1850 the population of 
Missouri was 682,044, the number of persons 
supported by the State was 2,977, and the cost 


of supportin them $63,243. In 1860 
the population was 1,182,012, the 
number of opaupers only 958, and 


tbe cost of their support tothe State was 
$70,445. In 1870, Missouri’s population was 
1,721,295; the number of poor people main- 
tained in whole or in part was 2,424, 
and the cost of such maintenance, $191,770. 
The improvement and growth of civilization 
seems not to have had the effect expected in 
PREVENTING THE POVERTY OF THE POORER 
CLASS. 

Mr. George,in his well-known work on 
the subject, published last year, and entitled, 
**Progress and Poverty,’’ comes to the con- 
—— that one of these is the result of the 
other. 

He says, and justly too, that if the writers 
of one bundred years ago could have foreseen 


the improvements of the present age, 
they would have immediately prophe- 
sied an era of universal happiness, 
where nobody was to want. f the 


philosopher of fifty years ago, Priestly, 
had been told of the wonders of electricity, 
steam, etc., he would have looked forward 
to a millenium and would have laughed at the 
idea that destitution would be as widespread 
28 1b 18 ab present. 

Mr. George points out that

that the idler and vagrant lurks in the shad- 

ows of the library, and that evervthing leads 

to a belief in the coming of those fiercer Huns

This city is a great manufacturing and 
commercial center. It would seem to be one 
where everybody should be able 
to gain a fair livelihood with 
exertion enough to leave plenty of leisure 
time, and yet it will be found on examiuvation, 
that the poorer class, not the paupers, but 
the :aborers of this city, are in many cases jist 
as badiy situated as could well be imagined. 
Child labor, which is such an evil that it has 
always been complained of, is very prevalent, 
and the number of men, women and children 
who are toiling day and night to earn justa 
miserable pittance is very large, as will be 
soown without any trouvle. The pauper 
population is not so numerous, all things con- 
sidered, and is fairly well provided for. The 
distress is among those who wish to work 
acd do work, but at inadequate 
compensation, which compels them to devote 
all their time to the struggle for bread.
